REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 -3, 5-7, & 9-23 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the combination 
of one or more graft segments and a multiple channel blood flow connector for coupling 
graft segments to a vascular member, said connector having a supply and a delivery 
conduit integrally formed therewith and adjacently disposed with respect to one another 
and each having a distinct lumen, wherein the supply and delivery lumen are fluldly 
connected to one another through cooperating apertures in respective outer walls of the 
supply and delivery conduits at an intersection therebetween to provide for immediate 
bypass blood flow from the supply lumen to the delivery lumen, and wherein the delivery 
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conduit has at least a first open end portion extending from said intersection and 
beyond a first perpendicular tangential plane of the supply conduit outer wall at a lateral 
side thereof with respect to the intersection, and further including a flow restricting 
means operably coupled to a second open end of a second graft segment and operably 
disposed within the grafted network adjacent a terminal delivery location in combination 
with the other elements (or steps) in the claims.
